for the Chief Executive to confine his

bodies to perfunctory messages to the 
Senate and' Assembly conveying his 
views on matters of State. 


While from a dignified 
standpoint 


this latter method may have its mer- 
its, the new system certainly Is more 
democratic a'nd will unquestionably be 
productive of more beneficial results 
In a practical way. 


While many able State papers have 


emanated from our governors in the 
past, few of them have been read, di- 
gested and acted upon by the legisla- 
tures to which they were addressed 
to an extent at all commensurate with 
the care and thought necessary in their 
preparation. 


Certainly the conferences of the past 


few days have brought the Executive 
and law making branches of the State 
government In closer touch with each 
other than they have ever been before. 
While In a measure party caucuses, 
the questions discussed took on broad- 
er lines than mere party success, and 
delved deep Into the questions of State 
needs and State developments. 


The members of the various delega- 


tions were called upon to address the 
conference, and questions were asked 
by members from other counties, which 
tended to bring out a vast amount of 
Information as to the needs and con- 
ditions in the different portions 
of 


the State that could have been ob- 
tained by the whole body in no other 
vsay. 


The range of the discussions includ- 


ed nearly every branch of Industry as 
well as views upon taxation, labor 
State development, purity of elections 
and party organizations.

The extent of the business of this 


company may be a little better ap- 
preciated when It Is said that they 
keep from eight hundred to one thou- 
sand head of stock, and as many 
thousand head of sheep, feeding on the 
Truckee Meadows, and that they are 
also feeding out about thirty tons of 
hay per day. 


As the name of the company would 


indicate, to maintain this line of busi- 
ness they have 
had 
to 
construct 


slaughter houses, cold storage rooms 
and stock yards, and In doing this they 
have not overlooked the fact that their 
business demanded the most Improved 
plans in their construction, so they 
have been erected with an idea of 
the magnitude of the work that they 
were undertaking, and are complete 
In every respect. 


They are at present killing about 


one thousand head of beef cattle per 
month, some eight hundred sheep and 
from four to live hundred hogs, be- 
sides from three 
to 
four hundred 


calves, all of which are placed in cold 
storage until thoroughly chilled and 
then shipped to the surrounding mar- 
kets besides furnishing a 'supply for 
the greater portion of the local de- 
mand. 


While the average man at the time 


this plant was started thought the 
business overdone In the way of ap- 
pointments, the managers have already 
been brought to realize the fact that 
the demands of the trade could not be 
met without 
further 
improvements, 


and so have decided to double the ca- 
pacity of the works this spring. To- 
gether with this improvement they 
will also build a large cold storage 
plant in Oakland. This will be a part 
of the Nevada Meat Company's sys- 
tem, and will be supplied with dressed 
beef from the Reno slaughter house 
where the company propose to do the 
most of the killing. 


The progressive people of Reno wish 


that there were more of this kind of 
institutions in their midst, as the one 
here gives employment to quite an ar- 
my of men. 


care of the stock of this section, which I 
at the present time Is furnishing to 
a great extent the wealth of Nevada. 
To be sure, the State has much val- 
uable timber, many paying mines, and 
many other resources, but among its 
chief industries is that of stockrais- 
ing. 


Realizing this fact, Mr. Flanigan 


and his associate decided to erect an 
establishment where this output could 
be treated right at home, and where 
the producers could have a home mar-, 
ket. 
It was with this idea that the 


undertaking was made, and as a re- 
sult they are now conducting one of 
the most lucrative businesses in the 
State, and one which is proving of 
great benefit to the local dealers in 
livestock of all kinds. 


It is hardly fair to say that the es- 


tablishment of this enterprise was an 
original Idea, for It was not. 
It was 


simply the following out of the plans 
which have been in vogue in such 
cities as Chicago and Kansas City for 
years, the only new feature being that 
it was established and ooerated right 
In the heart of a stock producing coun- 
try, and that Instead of having stock 
shipped on foot for thousands of miles 
It gets its supplies locally. 


Nearly three years ago Senator 


Flanigan shipped a tralnload of sheep 
from this point to Chicago, this be- 
ing the Initial consignment.' He ac- 
companied the train, and, arriving in 
Chicago, was conducted through the 
vast workings of the slaughter houses 
of that city. 
'During his stay there he was shown 
things that convinced him that what 
the Western slaughter houses threw 
away was vhat Eastern establish- 
ments grew rich upon. 


After an 
exhaustive study of 
the 


workings of the immense plants, not 
only in Chlcapo, but in Omaha, he re- 
turned to Reno and commenced work- 
ing on a similar plan to be established 
in Reno. That he was successful the 
plant now in working order testifies 
to in a manner that is to say the least 
profitable.
